FOOTBALL SUPPORTERS = OR ARE THEY? 


Kaja Babic writes about the implica- 
tions of spectator behaviour on 
football (as a business). 


To those involved in our sport profes- 
sionally, the match between South 
Melbourne and Preston Lions was yet 
another embarrassment, and another 
backward step in the game's develop- 
ment. 


There's no need to review the vio- 
lence, destruction of property and dis- 
regard for public safety in this article. 
Unfortunately most Victorians heard, 
read or saw the trouble through main- 
stream media reports. What hasn't 
been spelled out is the detrimental 
implications of such behaviour on our 
sport. There can be no justification for 
what occurred at Bob Jane Stadium on 
Sunday 17th April, and certainly as a 
result there is no benefit to the game 
on any level . 


We've since learnt that both clubs had 
accommodated the Football 
Federation of Victoria's requests for 
increased ground marshals, security 
and police. All appropriate measures 
were taken to ensure a safe environ- 
ment for spectators and supporters of 
both teams. To their credit, Club 
Presidents had addressed the crowd 
trying to create calm, warning that the 
game may be abandoned. The clubs 
and FFV, together with Victoria Police, 
were responsible and thorough in 
ensuring the delivery of a safe and 
successful match. Unfortunately, the 
large group of spectators who jeopar- 
dised the safety of fans may have 
potentially cost their sport and clubs 
so much more than they believe. 


For so many of us who are involved 
with football and sport professionally, it 
is both frustrating and tiring to hear of 
such occurrences time and time again. 
Sport professionals, particularly those 
who work with the FFV, spend count- 
less hours developing football as an 
accessible, safe and fun sport. No 
credit is given to these people and 
their work when football is presented 
in a violent and intimidating fashion, as 
occurs when spectators clash. As 
football supporters, we've learnt that 
the mainstream media is less likely to 
report the success of our sport than its 
progress and merits. You never hear 


that the FFV have a general increase 
of approximately 10% of junior and 
women's registrations annually, but 
you do hear every time there is an inci- 
dent at a major game. Unruly specta- 
tor behaviour only has negative impli- 
cations on our sport and those 
involved with it. 


Jeoprdising Government Funding 
Contrary to what many people believe, 


football (Soccer) received the highest 
amount of federal government funding 
of any sport from the Australian Sports 
Commission in 2003/2004 (www.aus- 
port.gov.au). Over $5,470,000 was 
distributed through football channels 
for the game's development as a sport 
and as a business. Following similar 
incidences of crowd disturbances in 
NSW between Sydney United and 
Bonnyrigg White Eagles, the Federal 
Government is likely to review such 
incidences and may threaten the 
Football Federation of Australia by 
withdrawing critical funds unless 
crowds are controlled and spectator 
safety is ensured. 


Media Coverage _and__ Public 
Perceptions 

The mainstream media was quick to 
label football supporters and _ their 
behaviour 'shameful' and disgraceful’ 
following the incidences at Bob Jane 
Stadium. The FFV manages competi- 
tions for over 30,000 players annually, 
and every weekend hundreds of 
games are played with no incidences. 
Goalkick, the State's introductory jun- 
ior program, provides over 6,500 chil- 
dren with key developmental skills, but 
there is no mention of these success- 
es in the media. Particularly in this 
Australian Rules-dominated state, 
football has been a low priority through 
mainstream media, except at times 
when the reputation of our sport is 
brought into the spotlight. What pride 
can we have in our game when the 
only time the public notices it is in situ- 
ations of violence? 


In addition to media perceptions, the 
general public is presented with foot- 
ball as a sport that cannot progress 
beyond its restrictions of ethnicity, 
which only occur when spectators 
clash. The Hyundai A-League will 
demonstrate that our sport can suc- 
cessfully progress beyond its ethnic 


roots, however there is less evidence 
of that in the State's leagues. As sup- 
porters, we have a responsibility to our 
sport to present ourselves to the pub- 
lic. And with that, an opportunity to 
show that spectators of football are not 
overshadowed/governed by _ the 
behaviour of a small number of hooli- 
gans. 


Police Presence 

In addition to reviewing the security at 
the stadium, South Melbourne's liquor 
license and crowd control measures, 
Victoria Police will meet with FFV to 
discuss how potential violence and 
crowd disturbances in the future can 
be avoided. Alarge police presence at 
the game could still not prevent the 
violence that transpired, and in the 
future, police presence may be jeopar- 
dised pending the FFV's punishment 
of the two clubs involved. 


Sponsorship 
Sponsors remain the lifeblood of foot- 


ball clubs across Victoria. You only 
needed to get a copy of South 
Melbourne's match day program on 
the 17th April to understand this; the 
last page was an acknowledgment to 
a long list of club sponsors. We can 
only wonder how many of South 
Melbourne and Preston Lions' spon- 
sors weren't left embarrassed by their 
club's spectators following the inci- 
dent. The repercussions of the unruly 
crowd behaviour jeopardise sponsor- 
ship, not only for the clubs them- 
selves, but also for the FFV as an 
organisation. 


Servicing sponsors is often an aspect 
of sport business which is misunder- 
stood, and as a result, sponsors are 
not given the due recognition and 
respect they deserve. Sponsors take 
a risk each time they associate them- 
selves with sport for exactly this rea- 
son - disgraceful crowd behaviour 
drags everybody's name through the 
mud: the club, the spectators, and the 
sponsors. The business of other 
organisations that are involved in foot- 
ball may also be jeopardised as a 
result of continuing poor perception of 
football and incidences of violence. 


New Players and Fans 
There would not be an increase in jun- 


ior players each year if people did not 


believe the sport provided a safe envi- 
ronment for their children. With 
scenes of violence and intimidation as 
witnessed through the media following 
this match, there is little incentive for 
parents to involve their children in foot- 
ball. Why would families bring their 
children, or neutral football fans bring 
themselves to matches were historic 
ethnic rivalries dictated crowd behav- 
iour? There is nothing attractive or 
interesting about hooligans chanting 
abuse and participating in threatening 
behaviour. Even spectators of the two 
clubs involved may be discouraged to 
attend future matches. This results in 
less funding for clubs and the sport 
generally. 


It becomes increasingly obvious when 
such implications are presented that 
shameful crowd behaviour has no 
place, nor relevance to our sport. It 
stands to jeopardise the hard work and 
commitment of so many people who 
contribute in a positive way to our 
sport each day. Football must not be 
used as an avenue for racial anger 
and bitterness, as it seeks to destroy 
any success we achieve in reaching 
more people through football. For 
over three years, the FFV have devel- 
oped and run a competition called All 
Nations, which encourages new 
migrant groups to join, through foot- 
ball, as communities in Victoria. 
These migrants have often lived with 
the threat of civil war in their home 
countries, yet there are no reports of 
violence or shameful behaviour when 
they gather to play each weekend. 
Surely, supporters need to put this in 
perspective, and understand that the 
petty and shameful behaviour has no 
place or relevance in football. 


This incident will provide the FFV with 
an opportunity to make a_ stand 
against this behaviour, with CEO Tony 
Pignata ensuring the Federation will 
work things through thoroughly. _ It is 
imperative that such a stand be made 
and implemented in order to put foot- 
ball on the right track again. Then 
such supporters can truly understand 
how their behavior and ‘support’ 
impacts their clubs and sport.

European championship win- 
ning coach Otto Rehhagel was 
in Melbourne on Saturday night 
as a guest of Premier League 
club, Heidelberg United. 

At a special function held at the 
Crown Casino approximately 
400 people attended and paid 
homage to the revered German 
coach. 

Nearly $75,000 was raised dur- 
ing the course of the evening, of 
which, $25,000 will go to youth 
football development programs 
in New Zealand and the rest to 
Heidelberg United. 

A Greek national team guernsey 
signed by the squad that was 
successful in Portugal last July, 
fetched for a reported $30,000. 
Ever the true gentleman, Otto 
posed for photographs with his 
admirers and also field ques- 
tions of varying nature from the 
excited crowd.

Zealand international and win- 
ner of the “Asian player of the 
year award” in 1985, Winton 
Rufer, was on hand to act as an 
interpreter for Otto and by all

thorough game plan based on 
structure, good organisation, 
discipline and the self-belief to 
win. 

He also said that above the intri- 
cate planning it comes down to 
the individual players and being 
able to communicate with them 
effectively. 

The key was to make the play- 
ers feel important and build 
around their strengths. 

Otto said that he told his players 
that they probably wouldn’t 
realise the scale of their suc- 
cess until they reflect on their 
achievements possibly twenty 
years from now. 

He also made no apologies that 
Greece’s style of play was “bor- 
ing and too defensive” claiming 
that he had to employ the 
appropriate strategy, tactics and 
formation in order to avoid 
much anticipated defeat. 

Even stating that players of 
France, Czech Republic and 
Portugal were the first to con- 
gratulate and acknowledge they 
had been defeated by a better 
side on the day, after each had 
succumb to the 150-1 outsiders. 
Asked if he had any advice on 


it by now. Well actually they might 
show 10 seconds of the actual inci- 
dent, add another 5 seconds of past 
incidents, than finally finish off the 
crescendo with 5 seconds of over- 
seas footage.

BZ: Overall Tony are you happy with 
the year so far? 

T.P: Fantastic, crowds are over 
126,000 after round 10. Total crowds 
for last year were just over 80,000.

Overall it's been fantastic, unfortu- 
nately a two minute incident has 
spoilt the season. I'm sure we'll get 
back on track.

how Australia might be able to

Table toppers Frankston Strikers and Waverley 
Wanderers battled to a 2-2 draw in their State 
League 3 SE clash before 200 spectators at 
Centenary Park, Frankston. 


Frankston jumped to an early lead when lively 
midfielder Kris Patterson scored the first of his 
two goals, following a poor defensive clearance 
by the visitors.

Waverley defender Anthony Mazzeo received a 
red card for retaliation following a clash with 
Frankston's Toby Patterson. 

Frankston's Kris Patterson then leveled the 
scores when he beat his man and scored a won- 
derful goal from 30 metres. 

For the remainder of the game, both sides strug- 
gled to get in behind their opponents’ defense. 
The half chances came from distance or set 
pieces. 

Waverley's coach John Kennedy said after- 
wards:

European Round-Up 


France: Olympique Lyonnais are 
another step closer to their fourth con- 
secutive Ligue 1 title, following a con- 
vincing 0-3 win at AJ Auxerre. 


After 27 minutes, Juninho broke the 
deadlock for Lyon, and Essien added 
a second, just before the half time 
whistle. Ten minutes after the break, 
Cris scored his side's third goal for 0- 
3, which would also be the final score. 


The reigning champions have played 
34 matches, from which they collected 
69 points, and Lille are still second, 
with 58 points from 33 games. AJ 
Auxerre are involved in a battle for 
UEFA Cup spots, and are currently in 
sixth position with 47 points. 


Spain: FC Barcelona maintained their 
lead over Real Madrid, with a convinc- 
ing 0-4 victory at Malaga. Champions 
League candidates Espanyol, Sevilla 
and Valencia all won their matches as 
well, while Betis suffered a home 
defeat by Sociedad. 


Barcelona needed 22 minutes to open 
the score against Malaga through 
Oleguer, and Ludovic Giuly doubled 
the lead in the 34th minute, before 
also scoring a third goal in the 69th. 
Malaga suffered another blow when 
Amoroso was sent off with a red card 
in the 75th minute, and Gerard set the 
final score to 0-4 in stoppage time. 


Italy: The title race in Italy is still any- 
thing but decided, as a late goal from 
Nedved earned the Turin side a win 
over Lazio to maintain their shared 
lead with AC Milan. 


Against his former team Lazio Roma, 
the Czech midfielder Pavel Nedved 
scored the only, and therefore decisive 
goal with only five minutes to go. With 
this result, Juventus continue to share 
their lead with Milan, as both teams 
now have 73 points from 33 games. 


Germany: In the battle for European 
football, Bayer Leverkusen did them- 
selves a great favour on Sunday, beat- 
ing Werder Bremen 2-1 at the 
Bayarena. Nurnberg and 
Monchengladbach held each other to 
a scoreless draw. 


Only three minutes had passed when 
Bayer Leverkusen opened the score 
against Werder Bremen, through 


Krzynowek, and the match seemed to 
have headed for an early decision 
when Babic got his side's second goal 
in the 38th minute. Not much later 
however, Miroslav Klose scored one 
back for Werder, but the visitors failed 
to use the second half to score a sec- 
ond, equalizing goal. 


England: Manchester United kept 
their Champions League hopes alive 
as they won at home to Newcastle 
United and Southampton were firmly 
rooted to the bottom of the table as 
they lost to Portsmouth. 


Newcastle took the lead in the 27th 
minute through Darren Ambrose after 
Tim Howard mishit a clearance, but 
Wayne Rooney scored what could turn 
out to be goal of the season with a 
superb 20 yard volley into the top cor- 
ner of Given’s goal. Wes Brown then 
headed Man United into the lead from 
the end of a corner to complete 
Manchester’s second victory over 
Newcastle in a week. 


Holland: Ajax scored a late goal to 
keep their Champions League qualifi- 
cation hopes alive, while Feyenoord 
closed on AZ Alkmaar with a win at 
Groningen. 


Ajax left it extremely late to score the 
winning goal at home to De 
Graafshap, but Yannis Anastasiou 
stepped up at the right time in the 86th 
minute to gift Ajax the points. 


Feyenoord scored a goal in each half 
to win 2-0 at FC Groningen. Andre 
Bahia opened for the visitors in the 
35th minute and an 85th minute strike 
from Nicky Hofs sealed the win. 


Scotland: The last Old Firm derby of 
the season took place at Ibrox on 
Sunday. Celtic ran away at the top of 
the table after a 2-1 win to put them 5 
points clear. 


Stilian Petrov scored the first goal for 
Celtic after just 21 minutes, with Craig 
Bellamy doubling their advantage in 
the 34th. Bellamy’s strike was his 8th 
league goal since signing for the 
Bhoys at the end of January.
